in the merger. Luater, the XNatlonal
Asphalt company absorbed the Asphalt
Company of Amerlea, with $6,000,000 of
tangible property, but with a stock
capitalization of $80,000,000 and an equal
bonded indebtedness, The par value of
enach share of the Asphalt Company of
America was 250, of whicrh only one-
fifth had been paid in: but the consall-
dation was effected by the National
Asphalt company giving for ench share
of stock of the Asphalt Company of
America 810 in & per cent, collaterval
#old certificates, 37 in fully pald 6 per
cent, cumulative preferred stock and
§10 in full-pmid coinmon stock—equiva-
lent to o $17 bonus,

An investigation of the affulrs of this
company made by the Audit company
of New York at the instance of its

* bondholders reveals that the Nuational
Agphalt company, at the time that it
wis representing its affairs 1o he ex-
cepLtionally prosperous, and, on {hut
baslg, was digposing of large quantities
of stock, was, in foct, enrning only
about 16 per cent, of its fixed charges,
These required net earnings of $12,500,-
000 @ year; when, a8 a matter of fact,

1 1800 the net earnings were only $526,-

and in 1901, $321,477, As late as last
eptember one of 18 present receivers
sold in a letter to the public that the
company was earning full interesr on
its 30,000,000 of 5 per cent. honds, a
statement not only now shown to be
untrue, but one which could havdly
have been made congelentiously at the
time, =

The foregoing representations of lact
which we condense from the New York

HE: WHITE paper used In
printing newspnpers, as most
pergons know, is  lorgely
composed  of  wood  ground

Into o pulp.  The present tavifl on

bleached wood pulp Is one-quirtey of a
cent o pound, Pulp which Is wn-
bleached pays one-twelfth of o cent a
pound If mechanleally made, and one-
gixth of a cent a pound i chemleally
made, Manufaclured news print paper
Is duliable at the rate of three-tenths
of a cent a pound. Six yearg ago the
duty on Imported wood pulp was 10
per cent, ad vidorem, amounting to
about $1.20 o ton, At thuat thme newa
print puper like that on which this
Isgue of The ‘Tribune is printed cost
from $32 to $35 o ton; today it costs
neirer £5J) a ton,

Immediately after the tarlit on wood
pulp was doubled by (he Dingley bil
nned oo tavife placed on news print paper,
there wus Tormed o corporation known
a8 the Internationnl Paper company,
In a shori time it gnined control of 80
per cent, of the American news print
paper oulput: and, presto! up went
prives, notwithstunding that s pro-
moters had  solemnly  assared  con-
gress and the country that it would not
rtilse, but by reagon of the economles
1t imended to Introduce it would nvtu-
ally lower them. Not only that, but by
reason of excessive valuation of merged
plants and costly mistukes of mungge-
ment the company or “trust” has dls-
appointed its own expectutions, if we
may believe the testimony of John Nor-
rig before the Industrial commission at
Washington a yeur ngo.
